SUBJECT: Online Personal Finance Test 
 
The online Personal Finance Test is now available for school district use in the following 
student scenarios:  

• Students who are enrolled in a personal finance course:  The online assessment is 
OPTIONAL.  Participation, however, permits the district to evaluate student 
achievement with an assessment fully aligned to state standards. 

• Students who are receiving personal finance credit from embedded coursework:  
The online assessment is REQUIRED.  However, the pass rate is the district’s 
decision. 

• Students attempting to “test out” and receive personal finance credit toward 
graduation:  The online assessment is REQUIRED.  Students must attain a score 
of 90% or higher to receive personal finance credit.  Students attempting to “test 
out” may attempt the test one time per testing window. 

 
A MINIMAL district access fee provides for an unlimited number of students to take the 
online assessment.  An invoice, based on the scale below, will be generated upon initial 
enrollment in the personal finance system:

       1-200 Students   $100 
   201-400 Students   $200 
   401-800 Students   $300 
   801-2000 Students   $400 
            2001-or more Students   $500 
 
The 2007-2008 school year assessment will be available during the following testing 
windows: 

December 12, 2007 to January 31, 2008 
February 17, 2008 to April 11, 2008 

May 5, 2008 to June 30, 2008 
 
The first required online Personal Finance Test will be administered from December 12, 
2007 to January 31, 2008 to all students who currently receive personal finance credit 
from embedded coursework.  The other two windows are available as stated above. 
 
 



The online testing system, operated by MOREnet, will open today, December 12, 2007, 
so authorized district personnel may become familiar with the testing process and load 
student data.  Districts must provide computer access for all test takers.  The test consists 
of one 50-minute session.  Testing groups may enroll on different days to accommodate 
multiple testing groups.  Please note:  Test forms vary so students’ test screens may not 
look the same.
